Putting It All Together

Start with data: survey, phish, etc.
Draft a plan with flexibility in mind
Announce the program (and keep it positive)
Train
Reinforce continuously
Analyze and Adapt 
• Keep gathering data
• Reinforce when identifying problems (phishing, UBA)
• Make it relevant (role-based)
• Use personal follow-up messages to reinforce pressure 

points
